Bowlers declare that it is a more 


severe physical strain to bowl fifty 
games than to play one game of foot 
ball. 
It does not seem as har.d, o 


course, to shoot balls down an alle; 
as to tackle 200 pounds of live beef 
but it is the game that makes the 
work easier and the results far .more 
satisfactory. 


The fifty games to be rolled, is equa 


to' EjOO frames or innings for each 
'bowler, in this number of frames, no 
figuring the added balls for strike; 
In every'tenth, there would probably 
be an average of 1GO strikes. 
For 


strikes the bowling ball Is handled 
once, and for the 300 spares twice 
a total of 840 times that the hall is 
sent down the alleys. 


A regulation bowling ball weighs 16 


pounds. When handled 840 times the 
total weight is 13,440 pounds, or more 
than six tons. 


The time in which the 50-game 


match is to be played is variously esti 
mated at from six to eight hours. 


Figured at seven hours, which is 


about the maxlmurn and conservative 
estimate, it will be seen that the bowl 
ers handle the weight of nearly seven 
tons at the rate of a ton air hour, or 
more than 300 pounds every minute. 


The runway over which the bowler 


moves to the foul line is nearly 20 
feet in length, and the 840 times in 
which each delivers the ball makes a 
total of nearly 17,000 feet. 
To this 


must be added the further distance 
to the ball rack, to the seats of the 
players and possibly to the mahogany 
—for bowlers have been known to 
crook an elbow for other things than 
delivering a ball—adding enough in 
distance -to make a grand total of 
more than five miles of pedestrian 
work in the seven hours on the alleys.

CENSUS TELLS OF THOUSANDS 


TOTALLY BLIND. 


Deprivation of Sight Most Common 


Amshg the Foreign Born—Victims 


of Deafness, and the Causes 


for Affliction. 


There are many; enlightening and 


interesting facts and figures in the 
special report.of the deaf and blind 
in this country, which S. N. D. North, 
director of the bureau of the census, 
•has submitted to the department of 
commerce and labor. The'preliminary 
data for the report were collected by 
the enumerators in 1900, and from 
them inquiries were mado with more 
definite results. 
1 
The report states that hi 1900 there 


.were, as near as could be verified, 35,- 
64o persons in 
tho country 
totally 


blind, and 29,118 partially blind. In 
Now England there were 2,789 totally 
blind, and in Massachusetts 1,200 to- 
tally blind and 957 partially so. 


The percentage of tho blind la con- 


siderably greater among foreign born 
whites than, among the native popula- 
tion, owing principally to tho differ- 
ence in the ago distribution of tlie 
two classes.. The percentage of blind- 
ness is greater in colored people than 
in the whites. 


Of (ho totally blind 2,317 were blind 


from birth, and 2,084 blind after birth, 
but under two years of age. 
Of the 


totally blind 13,122 are single, and 12,- 
4iJ9 married. A large majority of tho 
partially blind are married. 


Nearly 1,300 oC the totally blind are 


children of cousins, but total blindness 
occurs with somewhat greater 
frc^ 


quency among those whose parents are 
not related. 


Thirty-six per cent, of the totally 


blind have attended school, and 1C per 
cent of those ten years old or over are 
gainfully employed. 
Cataracts, 
old 


ago, injuries, accidents, operations, af- 
fections of iicrfons 
apparatus, 
BO re 


eyes and neuralgia were found to be 
tho principal causes of blindness. 


Tho report gives tho number of to- 


tally deaf iu 1900 as 37,426, and those 
who could hoar loudly-shouted conver- 
sation 01,801. 
Tlio deaf and dumb 


number 24,309, and the blind and deaf 
2,772. 
Doafness was found to occur 


most frequently under 20 yours of age. 
and one-half of the deaf lost their 
hearing under tho age of 11. 


The tables show a large, proportion 


of dciif In tho 
Now England states, 


especially Maine, Now Hampshire and 
Vermont'. 
Scarlet fever, measles and 


other diseases causing .inflammation in 
the middle car aro the predominating 
causes, especially 
In 
Vermont 
arid 


New Hampshire, and congenital deaf- 
ness Is fronuent in Maine. 


Of tho totally deaf 8,027 could speak 


well, 5,917 imperfectly 
and tho 
re- 


mainder not nt all. The majority of 
the deaf aro males, but as ther'o arc 
more men than women in tho world, 
thla fact, ia not to 
he marveled 
at. 


Catarrh Is the most frequent cause of 
deafness, then conies 
scarlet 
fever 


with a heavy percentage, then dis- 
eases of tho ear, 
meningitis, 
colds, 


measles, brain and typhoid favors. 


Nearly half of the deaf over 20 aro 


gainfully employed, a largo percentage 
in professional service.
